FAA OUTAGE. BAD WEATHER HIT HARD 


When it rains, it pours 
canceliations on 
Chicago air traveiers

The mere threat of stormy weather led air- 
lines to take the unusual step of canceling 
more than 800 Chicago flights Thursday a 
decision that could easily occur again as the 
nation’s air-traffic control system continues 
its fragile recovery from a fire at an Aurora fa- 
cility that directs flights in seven states. 

“This would have been a very low-impact 
day without the fire at the center,” said Gino 
Izzi, meteorologist with the National Weath- 
er Service office in Romeoville. ‘A few flights 
might be coming in late.” 

Nonetheless, delays and cancellations at 
O’Hare and Midway airports were likely to 
spill into Friday and create a catch-up sce- 
nario for the airlines through at least the first 
part of the weekend, airline officials warned. 

Airlines reacting to the possibility of bad 
weather is nothing new. Flights can be can- 
celed by as much as a day in advance when 
severe weather is deemed likely Thursday’s 
decisions were exceptional because of the 
relatively low chance of prolonged stormy 
weather in the Chicago area and the scope of 
the cancellations involved. 

Airlines say such early decisions help them 
notify reroute and rebook customers before 
they get to airports and keep many planes and 
flight crews from getting stranded. 

The Sept. 26 fire in the Chicago Center in 
Aurora was set by 36 -year-old government 
contract employee Brian Howard of Naper- 
ville, according to federal charges. The alleged 
act of sabotage knocked the Aurora center 
offline and led to thousands of flight cancel- 
lations and delays. Federal aviation officials 
have said they are aiming to reopen the center 
by Oct. 13. 

The facility is one of 22 regional centers 
that direct planes at high altitudes. The FAA 
tried to blunt the fallout of its closure by re- 
assigning to facilities in other states the more 
than 140 Chicago Center controllers who 
have a fine-tuned understanding of air-traffic 
patterns across much of the Midwest. 

But challenges remain, including a lack of 
radar scopes for some Chicago-area control- 
lers now working at smaller facilities and lim- 
ited access to radio and data communications 
that have been rerouted from the shuttered 
Aurora station. 

FAA Administrator Michael Huerta is 
scheduled to speak at a news conference Fri-

day after assessing repairs and leading a con- 
gressional delegation on a tour of the building, 
U.S. Sen. Dick Durbin and U.S. Rep. Bill Foster 
said Thursday Huerta on Monday announced 
a 30 -day review of backup systems and security 
at U.S. air-traffic control facilities. 

While Durbin said it is good that Huerta 
is coming to the facility, “Fm concerned that 
one week following the attack on the com- 
puter network, the nation’s busiest air hub 
is still facing significant delays and cancella- 
tions,” he said in a statement. 

Durbin said that in addition to the disrup- 
tions to passengers and damage to the U.S. 
economy “the safety of workers at Chicago- 
area facilities and passengers flying to and 
from Chicago was jeopardized.” 

However, the FAA has maintained that 
safety was never compromised because the 
FAA slowed down air traffic. 

The economic repercussions are becoming 
clearer. Roughly 3,900 flight cancellations in

the four days after the Chicago Center fire cost 
nearly $123 million in lost economic activity 
among passengers, the U.S. Travel Association 
estimated Thursday Economists at the asso- 
ciation have calculated that the cancellation of 
one U.S. domestic flight costs $31,600 in pas- 
sengers’ direct economic activity 


“If policymakers fail to treat this as a 
wake-up call, and continue to delay signifi- 
cant investments in our fragile aviation in- 
frastructure, we can count on some similar 
variant of this incident happening again,” said 
U.S. Travel president and CEO Roger Dow. 

The disruptions for air travelers that were 
reignited Thursday came only a day after the 
FAA confidently signaled that civil aviation 
was returning to normal in the wake of How- 
ard’s one-man rampage knocking out Chi- 
cago Center, which directs planes flying high 
above the Midwest. 

The evidence of the comeback, according 
to the FAA, was that more flights operated at 
O’Hare on Tuesday than at Atlanta’s airport, 
which through 2013 recorded the most flights 
and passengers of any U.S. airport. 

With the chance of bad weather and the 
air-traffic control system’s frail state, normal- 
cy might not return until the Chicago Center 
reopens, airline officials say

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^h^n■WMl^ll hrura^siwnr 
is a real thing, a major 
problem within the 
online community and 
definitely not a joke. 

The most confusing 
thing is that Pepper’s 
video was no prank. 

He sexually harasses 
women on the street, 
an everyday occurrence 
for many of us. 

Pepper has since 
tried to claim this piece 
was part of a “larger 
education project” to 
try to teach people about the larger problems 
of sexual harassment. He even created a 
follow-up video in which a female comedian 
goes around grabbing unsuspecting men’s 
butts. Let’s move beyond the fact that two 
wrongs don’t make a funny, and say that in 
no one’s world does violating anyone, man 
or woman, somehow educate about sexual 
harassment. That would be like giving Ebola 
to a bunch of people to teach them about its 
dangers. It’s absurd. 

But to me, what was even more striking 


about the dual videos were the reactions from 
men versus women.

Women are so used 
to getting touched and 
pretending it’s OK that 
I think many of us don’t 
even know where to 
draw our lines anymore. 

I wish this would 
stop. I wish I could go 
back to a few years ago 
and furiously yell at the 
young dude on a bike 
who grabbed my butt 
one morning while I was 
on a run. I wish I hadn’t

Obama talks minimum wage

In a day of contradictory messaging, Presi- 
dent Obama on Thursday assailed income 
inequality and the stagnant earnings of the 
middle class after appearing at a $50,ooo-a- 
person Gold Coast fundraiser for Gov Quinn. 

Obama, who returned to Washington af- 
ter arriving in his hometown the night be- 
fore, spoke to 25 people behind closed doors 
at the home of Meredith Bluhm-Wolf, the 
daughter of casino owner, developer and 
longtime Democratic donor Neil Bluhm. 

The one-hour event raised an estimated 
$1.25 million for the Quinn campaign, before 
expenses, to help the Democratic governor 
take on Republican rival Bruce Rauner, a 
wealthy equity investor making his first bid 
for public office. Fundraising in the contest 
has exceeded $60 million— $43 million for 
Rauner and $17 million for Quinn. 


The event is believed to be the first time 
Obama has raised money for an individual 
candidate this year ahead of the Nov 4 mid- 
term elections. Previous presidential fund- 
raising efforts have split the take among a 
group of candidates and national Democrat- 
ic campaign organizations. 

Quinn also is getting help Tuesday with a 
planned visit by first lady Michelle Obama 
as Democrats try to energize their blue-state 
Illinois vote in an election without the presi- 
dent’s name atop the ballot. 

After the fundraiser, Obama traveled by 
helicopter accompanied by his former chief 
of staff. Mayor Emanuel, and Democratic U.S. 
Sen. Dick Durbin to deliver an hourlong eco- 
nomic address at Northwestern University’s 
Kellogg School of Management in Evanston. 

Marking the homecoming, Obama deliv- 
ered several shoutouts to a cast of Demo- 


cratic officeholders in the crowd who also 
will appear on the fall ballot, thanking them 
as people who “not only helped me be where 
I am today but helped develop how I think 
about public service.” 

Using his speech to recap economic ac- 
complishments of his administration from 
the early days of the Great Recession, 
Obama pushed for an increase in the federal 
minimum wage, equal pay for equal work 
between men and women and a boost in in- 
come and jobs for the middle class. 

“If we do these things systematically, the 
cumulative impact will be huge,” Obama 
said. “Unemployment will drop a little faster, 
which means workers will gain a little more 
leverage when it comes to wages and sala- 
ries, which means consumer confidence will 
go up, which means families will be able to 
spend a little more and save a little more.” 


Ex-CPD officer’s 
victims seeking 
compensation

More than 40 years after Anthony Holmes 
was handcuffed, suffocated and electrocut- 
ed in a South Side police station, his tortur- 
er was released from prison Thursday 

Former Chicago police Cmdr. Jon Burge 
moved into a Florida halfway house after 
serving time for obstruction of justice and 
perjury related to allegations that he and 
his detectives tortured more than 100 men. 

Holmes joined three aldermen and sev- 
eral activists Thursday to demand the City 
Council pass an ordinance setting aside 
$20 million for restitution to Burge’s victims. 

“It’s hard for me to speak on this,” Hol- 
mes said. “For all these years nobody be- 
lieved me. ... [I’ve been doing] bum jobs, 
because that’s all I can get.” 

The ordinance was introduced a year ago 
but has languished in the Finance Commit- 
tee ever since. The measure would require 
financial compensation to Burge’s victims, 
give them free enrollment at Chicago City 
Colleges and build a community center 
somewhere on the South Side. If the mea- 
sure passes, Chicago public schools will be 
required to include lessons about the Burge 
case in their curriculum, and the city will 
fund public memorials to the survivors.

Chicago scores NFL draft

Nothing sells hope to fans of all 32 NFL teams 
like the draft, and next year the league will 
bring that hope— and all the accompanying 
hoopla— to Chicago. 

The Los Angeles Times and ^hoo Sports 
reported Thursday that the draft, which for 
the past nine years has been conducted in 
New %rk’s Radio City Music Hall, will move 
to Chicago next spring and be held from 
April 30 -May 2. 

The Bears confirmed the event will be held 
in the Auditorium Theatre at Roosevelt Uni- 
versity 

It’s not the Super Bowl, but the annual 
selection meeting is the biggest event of the 
offseason and it is heading out of New York 
after 50 years there. The move likely is a result 
of aggressive lobbying by Mayor Emanuel and 
Commissioner Roger Goodell’s ongoing drive 
to broaden the appeal of the league, which 
will play three regular-season games in Lon- 
don in 2014. Chicago was selected over L.A. 

According to Nielsen, the three-day event 
this May was viewed by 45.7 million people on 
ESPN, ESPN2 and league’s NFL Network, 
topping the previous record of 45.4 million in 
2010. Chicago was one of many cities across 
the country that showed interest in hosting 
the event with Los Angeles eventually becom- 
ing the other finalist. It could become a trav- 
eling show not unlike the Super Bowl. 

With prime-time TV spots on Thursday 
(first round) and Friday (second and third

rounds), the NFL promises to go all-out with 
a series of events in taking the draft on the 
road. There could be fan fests, the kind of 
events the league centers on the Super Bowl 
and more. Other cities will be lining up to be 
a part of the action and surely the league will 
want to keep New York in the rotation. 

The draft will not be new to Chicago. The 
1964 draft (on Dec. 2, 1963) was conducted at 
the Sheraton Chicago Hotel— the last draft 
that was not held in New York.

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The year’s funniest movie 


Chad Michael 
Murray, a rich 
Southern guy a smart 
Asian guy a busty 
blonde, a distrusted 
Middle Eastern 
man, a yelling black 
woman, an angry little 
person and a confused 
old lady are on a 
plane. 

That collection 
of stereotypes (and 
Chad Michael 
Murray) is not the 
set-up for a bad joke. It’s the group of people 
contained in the first class cabin in “Left 
Behind,” a movie so astonishingly hilariously 
incompetent that nothing I say can prepare 
you for it. This movie is the worst. And the 
best. I haven’t laughed like that in a theater in 
a long, long time, and not one of those laughs 
was earned on purpose. 

Nicolas Cage stars as the amazingly named 
Rayford Steele, a pilot planning to cheat 
on his wife (Lea Thompson) because she’s 
become too religious. “If she’s gonna run off 
with another man, why not Jesus?” he says to 
his daughter Chloe (Cassi Thomson), who 
flew in for dad’s birthday and isn’t happy 
that he’s captaining a flight from New York 
to London with a very conspicuously flirty 
flight attendant (Nicky Whelan). Lucky for 
Chloe, dad’s only planning to cheat (he hasn’t 
slept with the flight attendant yet), and his 
plans evaporate when— 35 minutes into the 
movie, after many long, seated conversations 
at the airport— several people disappear 
from the plane. It happens in other locations 
around the world too, mostly kids and devout 
believers. What’s going on????? 

Obviously it’s the rapture, but the endlessly 
awkward “Left Behind,” based on the best- 
selling novel that also was a bad 2000 Kirk

Yes, that’s zero stars. 


Cameron movie (but not nearly this bad), 
treats this assessment as a revelation. The 
movie exists to wag a finger at non-believers 
while opening up an endless list of questions. 
Are great humans who don’t read the Bible 
not spared, but murderers who do read it are? 
Are there really no minors who don’t deserve 
to be brought to heaven? And why doesn’t 
that dog get to go? 

Of course, this is a movie in which adult 
flight attendants gossip like 12-year-olds and 
strangers talk to each other like no strangers 
ever would. Investigative journalist Buck 
Williams (Murray) gets treated like George 
Clooney even though we have no reason to 
find him credible. (He also randomly starts 
acting like he and Chloe, who met minutes 
ago, have known each other for years. It’s 
creepy) Murray is awful— my favorite is the 
blank way he says, “We’re on fire”— but so is 
everyone else. Cage is his usual drowsy self, 
even when declaring a state of emergency 

I love the way Cage throws out items 
as he rifles through the bag of a flight 
attendant who disappeared (she went to 
Bible study and wasn’t a hussy). I love the 
one and only family photo into which 
it looks like Cage was Photoshopped. I 
love that all Buck eventually is good for is 
pressing “redial,” and the suggestion that 
a plane can’t land unless a port-a-potty 
is out of the way I love that there’s no 
societal context to address why the rapture’s 
happening now and that Chloe, no joke, 
does something that reminded me of both 
“Wet Hot American Summer” and “The 
Great Muppet Caper.” 

Really, I cannot believe this movie exists, 
but I’m so glad it does.

Meanwhile, Tim (Ansel Elgort) loses interest 
in high school sports (which Elgort did for 
different reasons in “The Fault in Our Stars”) 
and copes with his mom communicating only 
through Facebook after leaving him and his 
dad (Dean Norris). 

It’s not that social media-age concerns or 
timeless teenage issues are unworthy of discus- 
sion. It’s that the narrow-minded “MWC” 
is so late to the party that the party’s already 
been entirely cleaned up and thrown again. 

For this kind of social analysis, watch “Tour 
Friends and Neighbors” and “Me and Tbu and 
Everyone We Know” Even last year’s “Discon- 
nect” defended its communication-related 
redundancy with a few thoughtful moments. 
“MWC” has none. What it does have is weird 
voiceover from Emma Thompson (saying 
some things that can’t be printed here), con- 
stant shots of a satellite drifting through space 
and a shoehorned-in discussion of 9/11 that 
goes nowhere. 

Reitman (“Thank Tbu For Smoking,” 

“Juno”) used to be fun and have something to 
say His lesser efforts (“Up in the Air,” “Tbung 
Adult”) had some personality and entertain- 
ment value. This year, though, something is 
seriously wrong. I hope he’s OK. Because he’s 
not just missing badly He’s hitting himself in 
the forehead with the bat.

La Roux delivers nonstop dance

Something I hadn’t realized: La Roux’s Elly 
Jackson looks quite a bit like Elizabeth Banks. 
Many have commented that Tilda Swinton 
could play Jackson’s mom in a hypothetical 
La Roux movie— you know you’d see that— 
and, despite the 14-year age difference, Em 
ready to cast Banks in the lead. 

Producers, if you’d like to discuss this, just 
give me a call. 

Something I absolutely realized before the 
English dance-pop outfit’s fun, 65-minute set 
Wednesday at Concord Music Hall is that, 
thanks to 2009’s self-titled debut and this 
year’s just-about-perfect “Trouble in Para- 
dise,” La Roux has only great material to draw 
from. Now backed by a four-piece band, the 
26 -year-old Jackson began with “Let Me Down 
Gently” one of the moodier songs off the new 
record. It was a red herring; kicking off with 
that song’s upbeat coda. La Roux turned on 
the party and never let up. 

That included the enormous “Uptight 
Downtown” (the only song that featured 
Jackson on guitar, albeit briefly), the explo- 


sive “Sexotheque” (which beautifully mixed 
the warmth of the keyboards, the thump of 
the drums and Jackson’s so-good-you-almost- 
can’t-believe-it voice) and slithery “Eascina- 
tion,” which set up a delightful transition to 
“Kiss and Not Tell.” Clearly quite warm in a 
red blazer, Jackson, who unquestionably has 
some of the best hair in the business, danced 
throughout the evening, her movements 
doing nothing to interrupt the power of her 
best instrument. 

The thunder of the band pushed “Co- 
lourless Colour” a little far, losing the song’s 
bounce under the rumble. It would have been 
nice to hear the gorgeous “Paradise is Tbu,” 
which could have broken up the energy to 
deliver something more meUow and intimate. 
No matter: Erom the playful bass of the funky 
“Cruel Sexuality” to predictable but exhila- 
rating closer “Bulletproof,” La Roux made it 
abundantly clear that nearly five years away 
resulted in the opposite of rust. I could have 
listened to the band jam on “Silent Partner,” 
the best song on “Trouble in Paradise,” aU 
night. It was one of many moments that 



provided further evidence ofhow good a group 
has to be to sound both tight and loose at the 
same time.
